Nino seconds, after the starting wliistle 
tho Constance shot over the lino fol- 
lowed .seven seconds later by tho Glon- 
cau-n, lioth bolding on tho starboard 
tack. It soon began to bo evident that 
tho Glencairu was being outisailed in tbis 
particular log, which was to windward.

A NOTABLE INCIDENT. 

Mr. D. D. Mann sailed yesterday on 
tiio Empress to take part, as his friends 
allege, in the partition of Ohiaa. 
Messrs. Mackenzie, Mann & Co. may be 
imagined as saying: " No pent-up Can- 
ada contracts our .powers; a wliole un- 
bounded uiiiyerso is ours." But this by 
the way only, OEf Mr. Mann decides to 
accept the contracts open to thom, the 
act vrUl be a reaching out on the part of 
Canada for a share in the development 
of the Orient, the full effect of which 
cannot very easily bo measured. 

The Colonist tias had much to say of 
the part wfeich Canada is likely to play 
in the trade of the Orient, and it sees in 
this incident strong evidence of an early 
realization of the hopes, whicli it In 
common with so many other people on 
this Coast has so ardently ch^ahed. 
It is reasonahle to asstim© ^that if a 
Canadian firm, undertakes these groat 
railway projects, Canadian industrioa of 
many kinds -vnil derive ^eat benefit 
therofroir. auu thai Canada as a source 
of sapply ""or miany things needed in 
China will become more generally 
knoT^Ti, greatly to flie :advantage of the 
whole Dominion and the prosperity of 
it^ Pacific seaboard. The Colonist 
wishes Mr- Mann a prosperous voyage. 



A BUSINESS GOVERNMENT. 

The note strucl; by tiic Colonist for "a 
business govcruniunt" meets with a 
hearty response all over the province. 
X/iberals join with Conservatives in say- 
ing that this is the one tiling' needed by 
the province more than anything else. 
Very few persons can be found who fa- 
vor the introduction of party lines. On 
all sides there is a marked appreciation 
of the fact that Ihc government of Brit- 
ish Cohinibia for the ni-.Kt decade, at 
least, must bo regarded as a great busi- 
ness proposition. 

There will be no labor questions in 
British Columbia for some years to 
come if a true buainess policy prevails. 
The very nature of such a policy means 
that work will be abnn<Iant, and those 
who are in a position to know best say 
that even now labor is difDcult to secure 
in Oanda. The very best guarantee of 
good wages is competition among ein- 
X)l()yors for laborers, and we ar? con- 
fident that an era of sm-li competition is 
at hand, and will be enjo.ved the mo- 
ment business principles .prevail once 
more in the govornment of this province. 
Wo do not s.ay that legislation for the 
protection of wage-earners in all de- 
partments of industry is not desirable;, 
and ought not to be enacted. On the 
contrary, the Colonist is prepared in 
good time to deal with this aspect of the 
case with the utmost frankness ;ind fair- 
ness, for it believes the identity of inter- 
est of the capitaliM and the workingman 
can bo given expression in an act of the 
legislature. But the discussion of tliis 
just now would be premature, and the 
only reason reference to It is made is 
to forestall that misrepresentation which 
is certain to be madey)f anything advo- 
cated in this paper. 

There is abundant proof available to 
all who choose to look for it that, when 
confidence in the province is restored, 
and the restoration will not be dimciilt, 
capital will flow in as never before, and 
business of every kind will receive an 
Hnparnllek'd impetus. We hope the day 
of a government carried' on with the ob- 
ject of dealing with British Columbia 
from a business standpoint will not be 
long delayed. 'J'lie people everywhere 
will hnil.it with satisfaction. 



THE !AliA«EAN BOUNDAKY. 

The frond of dLsciL^ion'tUO^' is in the 
diicction of the compromise of the 
Alaskan boiindai-y <iue.stion by tho leas- 
ing of a i)ort of Tjynn Canal; by the 
TJuited Stiitos to Canailu. • i.Tiliis will 
not ho satisfactory to'-t-Bb pcoplo of the 
Pacific Coast, and we do not think that 
it wlIJ BJWt tlie wishes of the pooplo of

prominence of writers who for one rca 
son or other .snipimrt the United State, 
contention in this juutter, a very remark- 
able niisandcrstanding seems to exist on 
both sides of the Atlautic. The Alaskan 
boundary (ptostion is alleged, and ip 
pears to be accepted by persons who 
should know better, to bo the outcome 
of the discover)- oC gold in the Klondike. 
This is absolutely incorrect. The ques- 
tion has been an active one for at least 
ten or twelve yeors, and was a matter 
of somewhat heate<l discussion in the 
press before Ivlondike was ever heard 
of. The people of this province had 
asserted In erery way in their power the 
claim to the delimitation of the boundary 
in accordance with the ordinary neeopt.a- 
tion of the Janguage used in the treaty 
of 181!"), and on tlio other hand, the 
people of Seattle on more than one 
occasion momorialized the United States 
goverttment to insist, by takng actual 
possession, and in every way, short of 
an appeal to force, upon the Dominion, 
th(! arbitrary line drawn upon the 
maps by persons who, feeling that a line 
had to be drawn^ somewhere, placed it 
whore it seemed most convenient. The 
question would have reached an acute 
st-iige iinite as soon as it did if no gold 
had ever been found in the Yukon valley, 
and !is most people ought to know, botli 
governments liad parties out making 
sun'eys and observations as long ago us 
1S9:< or 1894. and we think earlier. 
Hence to say that the question is the 
ollteonu' of the Klondike discoveries, and 
tliat Canada would never have made any 
claim to ports at die heads of the inlets 
if it had not been for this, is to mis- 
state the case very grossly. 

.\n impression also seems to prevail 
that the ownership of the thirty-mile 
strip adjoining the meanderings of the 
continental coast is a mutter of no im- 
portance to any one. llhis is palpably 
incorrect to any one who has a know- 
Iwlge of the l(R-allty. There are already 
in that stJ-ip several valuable gold 
mines iu operation, and there is good 
reason to suppose other deposits of 
auriferous oro may bo found. Indeed if 
the experience oT the last ten years in 
t-lie North teache-s anything at all, it is 
that to say the ownership of any part of 
tlie seaboard is unimportant is entirely 
premature. ' 

The leasing of a port of Lynn Canal 
would not place Canada in any better 
position tJi.-in she would now be, if the 
UiiitiMl States government extends the 
same liberal interpretation of their cus- 
toms laws as it will expect to be extend- 
ed to United States tralUe by Canada. 
Skagway is to all intents and purposes 
a satisfactory entrepot for Yukon trade, 
provided certiun minor vexatious inter- 
pretations of the customs regulations are 
done away witli. A leased port would 
have no advantages which Skag^vay 
would not then possess. At least this 
is the view that commends itself to our 
judgment as at present advised. If 
Canada is not to have- the absohite 
sovereignty over any \wrt on Lynn 
Canal, no other course ought to be con- 
sidered for one moment excepting the 
construction of a railway to the point on 
the Bf-itish Oolnmbia coast favored by 
tlie federal government last year, by the 
Turner governnient in this province, and 
by Sir Charles Tapper the other day in 
parliament. Such a railway would pass 
through a region that would yield a 
profitable traffic, and notwithstanding 
the fact that it would be a longer haul 
than from a Lynn Canal port, we believe 
it could compete successfully witli any 
line from the latter. la the meantfane, 
if the claims of Canada to the head of 
Lynn Oanal are to be ignortNl, Ir-t the 
government bend it« energies to securing 
absoliuo equality in regard to customs 
at Skagwiiy, and the facilities afEorded 
by that port and the White Pass & 
Yukon railway, which we hope to see 
extended at an early day all the way to 
Dawson, wiU meet the requirements of 
our trade quite as well as any leased 
port. 

ORIENTAL LABOR. 

The News-Advertiser is in u lachry- 
mose state over the decision of the .Iii- 
ilirlal Committee of the I'rivy ('(Umcil on 
the Coal .Mini's Ki't,'i:lat ion Act, and 
s(^enis to fancy that the happiness and 
prosperity o^ white laborers in this prov- 
ince is severely threatened thereby. In 
this connection reference to some recent 
political history may be timely. The 
.\'ews-.\dviM-t iser nuiy be acqmiinted 
with the geiilleinan named (Jotton, who 
occupies the position of i''inan('e Minis- 
ter and Commissioner of Works, and 
among whose many claims to distinction 
is the authorshii) of llie report to the 
governnient uiioii the reciuest iireferred 
bj the federal authorities for the amend- 
ment of the Oriental and Exclusion bills 
in compliance with the wishes of the 
Inyicriul government. In tliis report Mr. 
Cotton is iit great pains to point out 
that it was not the intention of tin; leg- 
islature, nor is it the intention of the 
government of which Ijo is a member, 
to proceed to any great lengths In the 
matter of Oriental exclusion. Mr. Cham- 
berlrtio, secretary of state for the col- 
onies, hiul -suggested to the Dominion 
government that ^legislation on the lines 
of the Natar Act would be very well 
suited to Canida. Under this act abso- 
lute exclusion of Chinese coolie labor 
and thi^ lower class of .rai)an(!se would 
be secured, and the Dominion gjvern- 
nu'iit i-ivited the provincial goTi'rnment 
to discuss with them the propriety of 
enacting similar legislation in Cnnadn. 
In reply to this Mr. Cotton pleaded that 
their legislation, which he supporls, does 
uot go nearly as far as the Natal Act, 
b^it follows it up with -tho. argument 
thnfOrlenturiabop, wbioh ft it is enti- 
tled to any. consideration lit all, shows 
that imt mch legisl(ition as the act rec- 



ommended by Mr. Chamberlain Is the 

one thing needed in British 'Columbia. 
Mr. Chamberlain, as would be expected, 
caught on at once upon the inconsist- 
ency of Mr. Cotton's position, and drew 
attention to it in his letter -to the Gov- 
ernor-General after he had read Jlr. Cot- 
ton's report. Seeing, therefore, that Mr. 
Cotton refused to discuss a full measure 
of exclusion when the opportunity of 
securing it was offered to him, it seems 
a trifle inconsistent for him to pose as 
the bearer of the white man's burden, 
because of the decision of the I'rivy 
Council in the case mentioned. say 
this without any reference whalcn-er to 
tho merits of the proposition involved.

DR. PLBTOHEIl'S LKCTURiE. 

Eminent Dominion Entomologist Ad- 
drosses AllKjrni Hortieuitorists 
on Seasonable Subjects. 

.Mr. J. 11. Anderson, deputy minister of 
agriculture nnil snperliitendent of Fanners' 
lnstlt\ites, returned from Albernl ycstenla.v. 
having wltli Iilni Dr. Flctelier, the Do- 
ndnlim eiitoniolnglst and tiotaalst, address- 
ed a largely atleailer I'''arniers' Institute 
meeting at AlharnI on the (.-venlug of the 
■J.'itli liistiiut. Mr. 11. Hills, president of 
the local institute, acted as chairman, and 
llrst luti-odui'eil Mr. Anderson, who maiie a 
short address on nuitters In conni'cllon 
with institute work generally, in the course 
of whirh he alluded to the Iniiiosslhlllly 
of ohtainlug the services of Dr. Fletcher at 
a more convenient time of the year for the 
farmers, and stati'il that oven now he 
ciiuhl only remain In thi> provlnre for a 
very short time, and therefore many of the 
Institutes could not he visited. Itiit Iniis- 
much as Albernl was left out last year It 
nfforaed htm much pleasure to be nlilo this 
season to include It In the programme, nnd 
he hoped those present would give Dr. 
I'lPtoher an attentive hearing,, as he was 
quite sure they would be well 'repaid. He 
concluded by expressing the iopo that 
all those who hart questions— and hp trust - 
rd they all would have some— would bring 
them forward at the conclusion of Dr. 
Fletcher's address. 

Dr. Fletcher spoke on the benehts of 
the l'"armers' Institute to Ihe farmers and 
settlers. .\n account was glv<'n of the 
success of lnslll\iles In the Fast, due to 
Ihe farmers ao'ellng regul.arly to discuss 
matters of iutcrcsi. I'veii during the sum- 
mer months, when m;ioy matters I'ould he 
most advantageouslv dlscnssed. Fiirmers 
shriulil If i"issllde tind a representative la 
I)arl!anient from ainen^' IhiMiisidvi'S. The 
Central luslllule might Ih> leruo'd a par- 

lia It of the liislltuli's formed of Ihe 

liest n'oii from Individual luslltutes. I'olltlcs 
should as far as posslhle lie kept (uit of 
Ihe Instltntos. The oflicers of Institutes 
should be live, active men; they should 
get their wives and daughters to the meet- 
ings, and they ivould then be far more 
Interesting nnd Instructive. Nor should 
any meeting be long or uninteresting; as 
soon as business Is over close tbc meet- 
ing. Have special subject for each meet- 
ing. 

Qeallng with the friends and enemies of 
formers, Dr. Fletcher snid: The bei?t %vny 
to find out the best met bods of farndng In 
any dlsirlcl Is to gel Informallon from 
those who have made the greatest success 
of farming, lirltlsh Columlila Is suIIimI to 
Mil kinds of ml.xed farndng, and Ihe 
Federal nnd I'rovlmdal governments ari' 
doing all In tlndr power to help tlie farm- 
ers liy pulillshing hulletlns and paniidilets, 
whiidi nniy he procured liy all who will 
nsk for them. Snmiili's of many new and 
valuable seeds are also being dlslrlhnted. 
Oanaila Is hlessed from bidng fre(- from 
poisonous snakes ami dangerous animals. 
The government In power always does the 
best It can for the general goo<l of the 
count r.v. The farmers and other taxpayers 
are paying for the experimental farms, and 
should make every use possible of them, If 
only from business principles. 

The experlmuuts with grasses at Ottawa 
was next described. Throe hundred differ- 
cat kinds, of wild grasses grow In pana'dn, 
nnd each one- of these, of which;'Becd cnn 
bo obtained. Is "esperlm^hted^, with to 'find 
tho value of each varlc;t)r,;a,ncl seeds of the 
most TUludble kept^ 'for distribution among 
farmers. The well known downlcss bronie 
grass is n llHSHlnii grass imported a few- 
years ago, now distributed over the whole 
continent. Wild grasses growing In the 
country ma.v prove cqiniU.v valuahle as 
timothy and clover If hut as well known. 

l''arnu^rs should ohservi; these wild 
i^rasses. The rich hunch grass .if the In- 
terior can be grown on our low lands to 
great advantage. Hockfoot, a valuAl)!e: 
Kurojiean grass, also giving good crops and 
recovering quickly after. Fodder gnisscn 
are at tbclr best for cutting just after 



flowering, and crops should lie mixed wldch 
flower as nearly as possible at the same 
time. Kronie grass Is valiialile cut when 
fully ripe, as shoots are thrown up from 

the roots after the s 1 Is rliie. U Is of 

groat Import tliat similes of plant life 
should lie taughi ai piddle siMiools, and then 
weeds would he far lictter known, and, 
their nature lieing undetslnocl, they would 
be more easily got rid of when they llrst 
show themselves. II was to he reinem- 
liered that land which Is rleli helps weeds 
even iiiiire than cnips, and the former 
should he extermlnaled as soon as seen In 
spring, so as to keep the full richness of 
the soil, and particularly the moisture of 
the land for crops. Clovers nnd plants of 
that family obtain nitrogen from air, and 
the best way of getting nitrogen Into land 
Is by growing these crops. 

One of the worst weeds In British Co- 
lumbia— wild mustard— could best be exter- 
minated not by pulling but by harrowing 
grain as soon as It appears above the 
ground; also other annual weeds can be 
treated In tlie Hiinie manner, but should be 
done with a light harrow. It was requested 
that members test this matter and report 
to their Institute the following year. 

Weeds were next divided Into three divis- 
ions—those living for one, two nnd many 
years. The two furnier can be got rid of 
liy the above niethods- Ihi^ latter by oIIht 
ineaus wliUdi must he studied according to 
plant, generally hy uprooting or hy doul>le 
plowing. Thl.stles can he citernilnated by 
inowlnfc frequently anil keeping jilantfj from 
feeding through their leaves. The main 
thing to keep weeds down tilitll the 
crop is strong enougli to outgrow thom. 

lUilletIn may he procured from Victoria 
or Ottawa respecting Insect pests, which 
all fanners should t.ake advantage of. In- 
sects were divided Into two classes— litters, 
which consume the substance of the leaves, 
etc., and sucker.'*, which live on the sup of 
tho plant. At present the farmers were 
losing 10 p6r cent, of tbelr crops through 
posts which might easily be got rid of If 
necessary knowledge was procured and 
made use of through the Institutes. Make 
the Institute a buccoss by attending meet- 
ings rcgularl.v. 

Several questions were answered by Mr. 
Fletcher, niid the addresses takca of those 
wishing seed. In' reply to a question. It 
was stated that brorac grass should be sown 
at the rate of fifteen or twenty pounds to 
the acre. 

Mr. Taylor, of Nanalino, gave a few lirlef 
remarks on teaching agricultural sulijecis 
In rural iiuldlc schools. Mr. Hills movo<I 
a vote of thanks to siionkers, seconded by 
.lames Kedford, and cordially carried, and 
the meeting adjourned.

Experinced Mining Man Tells 
of Conditions in Atlin 
and Klondike. 



Senator Cox Not Here Looking 
for Coal Contract With 
Navy. 



A. H. I. Sola, the original locator of T»ku 
Olty, and one of the plouser cUlm ownera 
and claim vrorkera of the Klondike, has 
tecentljr returned from the North, and la 
at tbe Hotel Driard. He has this Bcaaon 
•njojred a Bbort visit to tbe Atlln dis- 
trict, and was agreeably snrprlsed with 
the prospeets aud conilltlons of that camp. 
As to Atlln's future, ho heartily coucura 
■with' Lloiiteuiint-Goveriior Mcluues that It 
must ultlmatelj becouio oiio of the creai, 
hjdrnullclng fields of the world— vThon the 
ahallow pny dirt abull no longer ho workL-U 
with the prlmltlTe hIuIccs aud rockers uo^T 
lu eervlco. and It will be possible to con- 
solidate the creek and bench proportlo. At 
the present time, however, from $50,000 
to (60,000 a dar is being token out, dis- 
tributed among (rom 6,000 to 0,000 claim 
owners and workers for wagen— or an aver- 
age earning of at least |10,000 a day to 
the man. Mr. Sola personally Tlslced 
Spmce and Pine creeks, on each of wbleh 
tbere Is much work being done. He inw, 
too, and handled, the immense sevcn-pojnd 
nugget that la the pride aud glory of the 
camp, nud for which Its present cuntodhm, 
Mr. Itlce, has repeatedly refused the stand- 
ing offer of $800. There? Is a considerable 
mixture of ([uart?. wltn the gold In this 
luni]) (if trc:isiiro. It 1h possibly half rod;, 
yet the fair allowniiec of oiie-linlf gold 
makes It imniesurnbly better than any 
indlvldunl siiichnen i>vit taken out of the 
Klondihe, where a $51X1 nugget Btlll holds 
the rei-oril. The general run of Atlln gold 
!o brighter and prettier than the Klondike 
product, aiui fiCiii fiu.^i) Lu ;17.'J5 1« nn 
nverage value. He looks upon Atliu a» a 
bctt/!r country than the Klondike for th" 
"poor man"— that Is, the miner with from 
$500 to .fl.OOO to invest— for the climate 
Is less trying, the cost of living Infinitely 
less and the fatilUtles for travelling about 
■upcrlatlvely excellent. The Irving line 
carry passengers by their boats and trnm 
line from Bennett to Atlln In llVj hours, 
providing good mcnla and excellent accom- 
modation otherwise, with low rates: while 
It is possible to ride horseback to all parts 
ol the district from Atlln Olty. Hydraullc- 
Ing Is yet In Us Infancy In the camp, but 
so soon as the placer diggings are gutted 
out, the real history of the crop will com- 
mence-on It becoming possible for the 
hydraullcing companies to consolidate the 
creek and bench properties, and bring water 
down to work them at a sufficient profit, 
working tiie whole country down the 
stream. Then ten times the money will 
be taken out that is possible by the present 
methods. As for the claim owners— those 
who have been fortunate In being secured 
in their holdings by the decisions of Judge 
Irving, will each make a few thousands 
clear. The Klondike is, in Mr. Sola's opin- 
ion, at its best It is suffering, however, 
from a surfeit of idle men who do not want 
to work. He had an experience with some 
of these during his recent stay at his prop- 
erties. He nfCered a party work at one of 
his claims nr> miles distant from Dawson, 
at 58 a day. The men accepted, but the 
next question put by them showed their 
mottle. They wanted to knok If they 
would have their grub packed In for them, 
and would he build them a comfortable 
cabin. He pointed out that he had had to 
sleep in a tent or build his own cabin when 
he entered the country, and they conid do 
the same. Tlioy replied that they didn't 
want work that b.ndly— and the negotiations 
were thereupon declared off. It is Mr. 
Sola's opinion that the BOTernment will be 
obliged to ship out no fewer than %50O 
men this year who are broke and Idle— and 
who do not care to get work if it is offered 
to them. They arc looking for fortunes 
that can be picked up without labor.

Sir: Si'nut<ir Perkins, conimentinz on 
the Alaskan boundary (.uostion, a.s ^.'iven 
throURh tJie columns of tho Seattle J'ost- 
IntoJIigencer, expr<'sses himself as most 
dci'idcdiy opposed lo any arbitration or 
concession, aiul is of tho opinion that 
Oanada lias no ri^ht to any considera- 
tion. The Senator attributes, in cliar- 
actcristic Yankee fashion, tlie buildin;? 
of the White Pass raili-oad and the in- 
crease in transportation to and from 
AJaaka, entirely to the development of 
that territory, and in fact a ijn'at many 
Americans .are under the impression 
that Alaska is producing the business 
that has arisen out of tlie discovery of 
Kold in the North-west Tearritory of Can- 
ada. 

Senator Perkins is tJie principal of a 
transportation comiiauy that is nuikiug 
a fortune for its sliarehi>ider.i by tho 
carriage of freight and i)assenKer!i to 
Caniidian territory, and is naturally 
anxiouH to prevent Hritisli bottoms beiiiK' 
[ilaceil on ciiual terms by any treaty ar- 
ransoments giving Canada a liritish 
port on Lynn Canal in the competition 
for Canadian trade. 

As regards the Senator's opinion that 
Canada has no more right in her de- 
inands tor a provisional treaty port 
pending; arbitration, or oven for .the sub- 
missinu of the (]iiPstioii to arliitratiun 
than the UuitiNl States for a ro-oiK'iiin;; 
of the .")•!. -ID cont^Miiion, I beg to snbmit 
that tho comparison is not a fair one. 
Had ho looked liack uot further tlian the 
past few years, be would remember that 
(^rreat Uritain couKentod to arbitrate the 
CohriuK Sea (juostion, arising out of tho 
»eizure of British vessels, cm the 
grounds, in the first place that Behrinc 
Sea was purchased from the Russian 
government, and therefore territorial 
■waters; aud later on, the contention 
that a free swimmint; animal v.'as the 
property of the United States govorn- 
niciit— well knowing that they had no 
cusu or argument, as was showii when 
the iiuestion wns presente«l before n 
iribunaJ. I hold that Oaniida baa much 
better sronnds for demahdin); arbitra- 
tion to determine the tme boundary of 
Alaska thfln had the United States to 
ask tan arbitration of the Behring Sea. 
^ineation. 

In the statistics given by the Pacific 
coast papers of the prodnojion of gold 
by the states and territories, Alaska has 
the credit for nil the gold tflken out of 
the Northwest territory of Canada— and 
Tfell it might, for the citizens of the 
United States ore exploiting our country 
and bearing awny four-flffhs of that 
natural product of onr country, and al- 
most demanding that lihe Canadians bo 
excluded. 

They want nil. and give nothing in re- 
turn. When Circle City was dlscovereil, 
Canadian miners were told to got out, 
that golden Alaska was for American 
citizens only. How ditfcront tho treat- 
ment of American miners in our terri- 
tory when gold was suhsociuenlly foiiinl 
on our side of tho lino on the Yukon! 
'I'hey were accorded exactly the same 

treatment and protectioiv >;ivcii Cana- 
dians. There is kindly talk of reciprn- 
•City In mining, -svliereliy our i)eoi)le wnuM 
have the eame i)rivilep'S in placer di','- 
glngs in Alaska that their i>eo|>!e liave in 
Canndiani'terrilorj-. That is the same 
old game of " tjiffy "— givim: ns some- 
thing which thoy would hav<' iis believe 
they possess for what we have as ;i fact. 

As regards placer dii,'iriii,i,'s in .\Iaskn, 
I am 'vyilling to put up l>onds that no 
placer digKings will over be fi>unii in 
Alaskan territory that will pay to work. 
It is to tiho westwanl of the gold ,b(>lt, 
and old F.riti.sh Golumhia miners know 
•it. ' .~' 

■ American trnnsportation compiinics 
and cities on the Pacific coasi are grow- 
ing rich liy reason of the gold yield of 
Onnndian territory, and for the recpiest 
that wc be afTordod eriual faoilitie-i I"ot 
getting at what belonK's to us, and in 
which we give them eipial ehaiu'cs. Iliev 
/>bjoet and n«suiiie an attitude half defi- 
ant, half (■ontempt nous, as much as t.o

'We can 
never expect fair treatment from tJie 
United States, judging from past ex- 
perience, only by meotinK thom at tlieir 
own gami?; aud if " tit-foi'-tat " moans 
non-intercourse, liotter by far that it be 
so ilian have our coaiitry denuded of its 
natural wealth for tin. benotit of a 
foreign nation, leaviii,'-' a barren horitagi' 
for our children, who will, if this ox- 
[lortation of our wealth is continued 
wiihont any reeiiircjcal a<lvantaKe, be 
ullinialely forced to <'ini>;rale or com- 
pclleil to humbly sue for admission at 
till' portals of tile cnnnlry that has de- 
prived them of that whicit their fathers 
sliouhl have prcsiTvcd I'ur their own.

GRAND FORKS. 

Crantl Forks, .Taly 2(;,— The War 
Cloud nil I'ailiriader nmuntain, North 
fork of Kettle river, is looking well these 
days. A drift at the bottom of n 30- 
foot shaft is being run on the ledge, 
whi(di is now widened out to 4 foot. Tho 
ore in the recent workings has greatly 
iiniiroved in ( liaraeter, and if develop- 
ment is pushed ahead, the chances are 
the War Cloml will soon be on n ship- 
piii>: basis. 'I'he ore is similar to that 
of the Little lii'rtha, a wcll-known ad- 
joiniiiK property. 

'rtiom:is I.oiiK, a well known Toronto 
capilalisi, and vice-president of the 
Hirkbeck Loan C<uiipttny, has been here 
for several days. He is accompanied 
by F. W. G. Fitzgerald, general man 
ager of the same company. The East- 
ern visitors, who have visited many in- 
terior points, are greatly impressed with 
British Columbia as a field for invest 
nieiit. Mr. is the senior partner 

of the millionaire firm of Long & Co., 
CoUingwood, Ont. Mr. Long is a keen 
bUHines.s man, and his opinion respecting 
tho Boundary country should carry con 
sldi-rnblu weight.

C(Uiiiiaiiy, was liere yesterday. lie has 
just coTiiiile|(.|l an inspection of the iirop- 
erly in Wcllinrlon ciinip. The main 
shaft is dowii ll'jri feet. When a further 
depth of 12.') feet has been atdiiiir.il, a 
criissi^nl' will be driven 2.'') feet before 
scipiiif; the ore out of the 100- and ir>0- 
foot lev(?Is. Mr. Daly says the mine will 
have a largo quantity of ore ready for 
shipment before the advent of the rail- 



way. The C. P. It. sjuir crosses the 
property. The ore is identical with the 
Bosslaiul product, and gives average 
values of .Si;:? in gold per ton. 

The superiiitenilent is G. II. Collins.

Gran.l iMirks, ,luly 2S.--At Summit 
canii) there is rapid progress in develoii 
mont work. .\t the itiithniulleu gr.)up 
E. N. Aldri<'li has just completed the in- 
stallation of a plant consisting of a -10- 
li(u'se-power boiler, a doublj.'-cylinder 
steam drill and a Cameron pump. A 
cempri-ssor will be added as soon as tho 
railway reaches tho Summit. Now that 
the water has been pumped out, the 70- 
foot shaft on tho Maple Leaf will be 
sunk to strike the ledge at a further 
depth of about 40 fiHit. A series of 
open cuts has shown up some fine led;;es 
(111 the Sisters claims. .T. M. O'Toole. 
1 he president of the company, is superin- 
I ending the work. He is an expcrieuced 
mining man. There is a line hunk-house 
as well as out-buildings on tho prop- 
erty. 

The B. C. Mine, half a mile away, has 
now halt a million dollars worth uf ore 
in sight. Now that a large body has 
been blocked out, stoping will c.mmn.nce 
in a few weeks. Tho two dumps al- 
ready contain 5,000 tons of ore. The 
new and onlar),'ed plant has not yet ar- 
rived from Montreal.

The 
mining industry will also benefit East- 
ern Canda, because supplies are largidy 
to be drawn from there. I like the lo- 
cation of Grand Forks, and I feel that 
it will become a large town. The smel- 
ler, as well as the business of supplying 
the surrounding camps, will greatly con- 
tributo towards Its future growth and 
prosperity." Mr. Farwell showed his 
f.iilh in Grand Forks by purchasing real 
estate. 

".My opinion is that the Boundary 
country will soon become one of the 
greatest, if not tho greatest, mining re- 
gion in the world."

His optimistic 
views respecting the future of the Boun- 
dary country possesses an added weight, 
owing to his ■ivell-known conservatism 
in business alFairs. Mr. Miner is a large 
shareholder In the various -mining com- 
panies promoted by Jay P. Graves, and 
in common with Eastern associates will 
soon be rewarded for steadfast faith in 
the possibilities of this section. The 
scope of the operations of the snioltcr 
company is estensive. The plant will he 
enlarged from time to time until its ca- 
pacity reaches a maximum of 3,000 
a day.

Col. Trior uavc many statistics to 
show the iiosiliiiii which Hritisb Oobnn- 
bia occupies in the matter of revenue 
Clint rilnit ion, as comp;ir(>(l witli other 
provinces. I'\ir instance, he .sIiowcmI tliat 
the totJll revenue (MntribiiKul ]>y British 
("oliinibiii averajred $1,S.!)1, as fonip:ire<l 
with an average for the wbolo Dominion 
of .'?(;.7(!. He mentioned Ibat overj- 
province in Canaila. save British Colinu- 
iiia liail re[)resentat ion in the cibinet, 
and hc' .saw no reas<in why tibe Tacilic 
ci):isl province should not secure recogni- 
tiiin. 

Mr. Fielding ridiciiled the idea of Hrit- 
isl: Ciibimbia representation in tbe cibi- 
net, anil deplored the jiresentat ion of tbe 
claim from a prnvineitil standiminl.

Fielding to rei>oI the proviu- 
i cial iilea, but tbi.s does not meet the 
point of Col. Prior's ai>eech, and British 
Columbia, cannot bo satisfied until she 
' get^i fiiir treatment. 

j A geiu'ral feeling of satisfaction exists 
. here over tbe sjieeches which were made 
I in parliament on Saturday on the Alas- 
t kau boundary ciuestion. For several 
j nioiitlis tlic fceliiiL' has been growing 
stronger against tlie prepastcrous claims 
' aud grasping policy of the United States. 

There can be nn dotibt that the views 
■ of ("a nail ia ns were accuratel.v expressed 
1 by Sir Charles Topper when he de- 
1 dared tliat the Americans have ileliber- 
•Mtely b.alkcii the effort to secure a fair 
I arbitration of the whole iiialter. and 
^ have done so because they fear to sub- 
; mil their case |o an imptirtial tribunal. 
I There was an ominous sound in the np- 
lilatise ^vllicll greeted Sir Charles when 
he s:iid Ibat had England pursued the 
same policy on the Nile as She had 
j .idoi'teil in this instnneo, the French 
I would not have left Fnshoda. The fenrs 
, of Canadians were also nccurntoly ex- 
I I)rc.s.sed by his stntemcnit that in his 
many long years of dealing with English 
i statesmen, his observation and exiwri- 
I ence had convinced him that tholr abid- 
ing wenknoRR was an unwIlUngness to 
do anything which might hart the feel- 
ings or contravene the wshes of the 
T'liited States.

There is no belligerent spirit here, but 
there is a latent jealousy aiid dislike of

j iiRH'ting of the liritisb Km|)ire Iveiigiu', 
I at which till' Duke of Devonshire, then 
I and now a member of the Imperial gov- 
ernment, made as dircid an offer to the 
colonies for closer trade relations as 
could be desired, an<l iUthough bo did 
not say so In net tenns, tlic inference 
drawn from bis remarks by newspai>ors 
in ever}- part of the Empire wa.s that a 
lu'efcrcnce wrmld be given to the colonies 
in tbe markets of the Motlter Country 
over the prixlucts of foreign lands. It 
is also a matter of history now that Sir 
Wilfrid n>jecte<t those overtures. He 
imiiliisl Unit Canada was satisfied with 
the advantages which she at present re- 
ceives in the markets of the .Mother 
Oiuntry — no concession or advanttige 
over any foreign country, however. It 
will be reiuembcreil bow great was tbe 
disappointment experienced dii Canada 
at Sir Wilfrid's iiction, ospeoially In view 
of bis previous declarations. For in- 
stance. Sir Wilfrid said on one (K'l'iision 
in IcSOlj: " It is iinssibU- for iis to make 
an arrangement by uliich lOngJainl will 
give us a niarkel for our products if we 
give something lik» recii>rocity to certain 
lOnglisb products. I am for tJiat policy," 
The Premier wiMit clean b;ick upon his 
professions; he took the Cobden ine<lal, 
;>iid the country to-day realizes what a 
set-back the preferential tradi' juove- 
mi'til has received from iiiin. 1'bc other 
night Sir Cbiirlcs Tnpper was willing to 
make bis unit ion absoliilely cfjlorless in 
order to secure a declaration of the 
house in favor of i)rererent ial trad(>, but 
tbe government is so we<ldeil to its free 
trade idols t'hat they would not even 
grasp the opportunity wbicb Sir Charles 
tcnilereil to them. The government 
stands couvicted of politiical cliarlatiin- 
ism of the worst kiml. In this niatter, 
as in others, they have wholly repudiated 
tbeir iire-electioii proniises. Mr. Mc- 
Neill, however, is determined not to let 
them escape, ami will seek another occa- 
sion before prorogation takes place on 
which to expose I/iberol inconsistency. 

It was with gront regret that members 
on the opposition mAe said good-bye to 
Mr. Bnrle. Both tSic members for Vic- 
toria Uttvo been nsaiduous in their nttoii- 
tion to their parliamentary duties, tiiid 
althougUi 061. Prior Has been: more to 
the front, as an ox-member of tbe gov- 
eriiimcnt, than his collcngue woubl natur- 
ally be, Mr. Eiirle has runde his inlluence 
folt 111 the councils of the nation. Es- 
peqially in the matter of the Yukon sup- 
plies has Mr. Earie's opinion carried 
weight. In 'thisi matter he was fighting 
for principle, and, on behalf of the 
trader!*' and. bittfltters of British Colum- 
bia. • . The geritlomcn lu tliis line of 
buisliieRs in, Brl'jlBh Columbia have little 
to thank ' the' ' gorormnent for. Of 
conrse, had British CoInmWn got a sliow 
(tt all, the orders' would huMe gone to 



friends of the government, but as I have 
pointed out previously, ministers were 
so anxious to help their local friends, 
the Bates of Ottawa, that they did not 
hesitate to give the double cross to the 
wiiolesalo grocers of Uberai persuasion 
in British Columbia. 

Messrs. Prior and Bairle have been 
insisting for a considerable time that 
something should be done to protect tbe 
halibut fisheries of - British Columbia. 
Col. Prior liad a good opportunity to-day 
to once more press this matter upon the 
povernmeivt, and although the aii-swer be 
got Wits of the usual non-committal char- 
acter, the chaiK.'cs are that at no distant 
date British Columbia may have the 
niuc.h-needed tidditional government 
cruiser. 

The telegraph will have informed you 
of the progress of the West Huron elec- 
tion iiKiuiry. Attempt as they may to 
minimize the matter, the ministerial 
members and newspapers supporting the 
goveriniKMit c:inniit break tbe force of 
tbe .startling revelations made by Mr. 
I'owell, M. I'. There bas so far been 
hut one ballot box .scrutiuizcd, and tbe 
conclusion Is irresistible that 1-t bogus 
ballots were substituted for goo<l ones. 
Even Liberal newspapers admit that Mr. 
Holmes must resign. He is the inis-rei>- 
resentativo of West Huron.
